interesting Paper Read 
At the Meeting; ot the 
Qrctsit Judges. 

— — — ♦

The following interesting paper 
by Jud^re H J. Belhnrum, of Som- 
erset, dealing with a time m Ken- 
tucky's history when the iState 
was in turmoil over an act of the 
Legislature extending the time 
for stay of collection by replevin 
from one U> two year.*, was read 
by Judge Bethnrnm at a meeting 
of Circuit Judges of the State 
held reoently in Loaisville. 

The article was as follows : 

The subject of this address per- 
haps may not impress the judges 
as being wholly appropriate for 
discussion on an occasion of this 
Sort. At first I doubted it, but 
after maturer consideraiion, all 
doubt was removed from mv 
miad, and now I consider the 
stirrirtr incidents connected with 
the "O'd and New Court Contro 
versj," which happened nearly 
too years ago, to be the most in- 
teresting as well as the most 
thrilling:, of any i)ast events con- 
nected with the history of the 
Commonwealth, with the possi- 
ble exception or those immedi- 
ately associated with the Civil 
'vVar. It is therefore, a theme 
that should appeal to everyone 
i merited In ''court pieoednre,' 
and the psat historj of the 
State. 

In orJer that the cau.se of this 
most unfortunate judicial tangle 
may be fully understood, it will 
be necessary, before entering in 
tf) the dis -ussion proper, to re 
view briefly the financial and po 
litical historj of ifentaclry prior 
to aad at the time the ooatraversy 
aro e.

These con- 
think it just tine for children. : d,ti()ns resulted from au unfor- 
tunate ii.flatiou of the paper cur- 
rency in use at that time, and 
from unwise banking l^slation 
all of which tended to force the 
with<'.rawal of the precious met- 
als from Circulation. This lur- 
ry in finances bad a depressing 
effect upon bnsiness and com- 
merce, and in a very short while 
the individual citizen found him 
self confronted with disaster. In 
order to obtsin relief as quickly 
as posrible. the people made an 
earnest appeal to the Legislature, 
which promptly responded by 
passing, at the 181 9-20 session, 
laws extendinir the time for re- 
plevy of judgment debt from 
three to twelve months, and later, 
in obedience to greater pressure 
by a distressed people, extended 
the time for stay eolleetio 
by replevy from one to two years, 
and this applies to debts created 
both before and after the passage 
of the set. 

The enactment of this law great 
ly displeased the creditor class 
of Kentucky, and very soon their 
oppositfcmbegaa to crystalize in 
to defiaito form. They appealed 
to the courts for redress, and at 
the same time organized to cre- 
ate sentiment against the law 
among the masses of the people. 
The discasskms in court aad On 
the stump were both heated and 
actimouious. The ordinary amtni 
ties among gentlemen were for- 
gotten, sad the Stote was sobn 
lashed into a fury. Politics of the 
old school were, for the time, 
brushed aside, and a new align- 
ment formed, composed of the 
Rellpf aad Anti Relief parties.

Section of the first Article of the Con- 
st itutiou of the United States which de- 
clares: "That no btste shall pass any 

law impairing the obligation of coq- 
tiai't.s. ' It ua.s attacked in the eele- 
bmied case of Hlair, etc.. vs. Willianik 
in which Jud(^e Boyle, Chief Justice of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeala, later 
renderetl the opinion, which may he 
found in Fourth Litiell, pat^e 34. That 
opinion discioacs th.it on the 12th day of 
November, 181«. Blair, Indies, and barf 
executed their joiiil promissory note 10 
Williams for debt, payable si.xly days 
after date. The money not beim; j)«id 
when it came due, Wiliiamu, some time 
thereafter, brought suit upon the note in 
the Bourbon Circuit Court, and recov- 
ered judgment for the amount of the 
debt a{$ainst Blair, Ingles ani Uarr, 
and, in accordance to the provisions of I 
the act of the l^ialalure in question , 
entered into a reoogsisanoe in the j 
Cleric's office for the paymeot of the ; 
money at ttaeeodof two years. Ttatsre-j 
coKiiuiMie Williams moved the court to ! 
quiish on the alleged grounds that the 
aot under which it was taLen was repug- 
nant both to the Federal and SlateCou- 
stitulions. Jud<;e Clark, the learned 
Circuit Judge, so held and accordingly 
qv^a^hed the recojiii/aiue. It is a la- 
muulablc fact tliat for tins judicial act, 
tills incorruptible Judge was shaawfallv 
tra'hict-d. 

'J Ik- relief i>arty promptly appealed the 
ca»e to the Court of Apj^ls. That 
i-onrt wastliL-ii i-oiiiixjaei! of three Judges, 
ail uf whom -re ai)poiiited by theGoT- 
L-rmir "hf and with ihe consent uf the 
Seuiite.'" Judjje John Hoy le, I hief Jus- 
lice, was appointed to the bench .\pnl 1, 

1809, and became Chief Justice, March 10, 

1810. Judge William Owslej and Judge 
Benjamin Mills, the Other Judges, were 
appuinied to the beaeh. April. ItlS. and 
February, 1820, respectnely. It now 
became the duty of these thme eminen'. 
Judges towttle this litigatioa, aad th. 
eyes of the whole tiute were fecused u]>- 
011 them. Ail three JndgSs were men of 
great ability, firmness and courage, aud 
all this is amply attested by the manner 
ill wliicn they dispensed of the legal coii- 
IrovcraV. and afterward fought for aud 
won, it viiidicakiou of their position l)e- 
foi-e their people. It is uselesa to say 
that the Court tif Aj-peals allirmcd the 
lower court and in an opinion, aflame 
with wis lom and logic, declared the act 
in question unconstitutional and void. 

The State had been in a condition of 
unrest while the higher court couaiderad 
this case. The trreat popular majority 
at that time favored the so called reliaf 
laws, and denied the power of the courta 
the rif^ht to ioterfete after the peopla, 
through their representatives, bad said 
what uiey desired. So intense was the 
bittcroM* prevailing at the time tbat 
there were open thnats of violence in 
the event the dauisloa saspld be adverse 
to the popular wilL Vwd|riiiioB <rftbe 
court in ■ B}fix, eUu* vs. milUssW.J'u 
delivotfd on the 8th day <rf Oeteber, 
1823, and the other c a s es inTolving the 
same queatiot were decided October 11, 
thiee dafs latar. 

* • • 

As soon as the higher eoartpswed up- 
on the question bedlam broke loose in 
Kentucky. The adherents ef the relief 
party were thrown into a violent rage 
and with the tongue of slander they de- 
nounced the Judges as tyrants, who had 
wickedly substituted their own will for 
the will mf the j>eople, and denied the 
majority the right to rule. The Judges 
weru public'ly denounced from the stump 
and through the press, and while this 
was being done. Judge Bibb, who repre- 
sented llie relief side of the Hlair vs. 
Will'aiiiM, filed a petition for rehearing. 
l;ul liie fact that no rehearing was grant- 
ed and the judgment allowed to stand is 
a silent memorial to the courage, the 
honesty and tha high purposes of the 
men who graced that great tribuaal in 
this important period of our judicial 
and political history. 
But before the petition lor rehearing 
Mssed upon aad whila it was yet 
peodinf, the kfialattTe nssioa of the 
tall of laneooveaad and this questioa 
istakeaiqi. LUbunatory resolutioas 
were introdnoed'in the I^egislatnre, in 
which tkfter twenty-six pages of caustic 
preamble, the Legislature moei solemnly 
prote8te<l against the principles set forth 
in the opinion of the courl. But it is 
rffreshiug to ksowtiiat th - L'rcal ceurl, 
ill sjiiie of the fact that the sword of Da 
uioclt s wat suspended a threatening 
menace over its head ia tho form of p(j- 
litical speeches and printed resolutions 
of the Legislature, oa tiie 4th dav of 
December, 1823, ovcrmled the pet&on 
for rehearing. 

There followed the introduction of this 
foolish and highly inappropriate reso 
lutioD a spirited and earnest discussion, 
participated in by tne Han. George 
Robertson, the Speaker of the ^nse, 
who delivered a wonderful speech. which 
covered twenty-four closely printed 
pages of natter trom which be disotrded 
all u n eceeaary oraament, restrained 
with careful guard all tendency te flights 
of rhetoric, in clear and pellnoid lan- 
guage, plain and unadorned, he laid bare 
the very nerve of his thought, appealing 
to his fellow membeis to return to reason 
and preserve the good name of the 
St«»e. In spite of this earnest and pa- 
triotic appeal, on the 10th day of Decem- 
ber the Houae of BsfSMCatSttvsPpaswd 
the rt solution.

Oq Monday 
last the most impnrtsnt and larg- 
est attended meeting convened in 
Mt. Vernon court h»>u e that has 
taken place since the outbreak of 
hostilities. The people, in answer 
to invitation of the County Board 
of National Defense came from all 
sections of the county and listened 
with wrapt attention to the splen- 
did speeches delivered by tiie 
Food and Fuel Admistrators. law- 
yers and ( ihers, wlio clcirly ex- 
p ained conditions and the man- 
ntir in which the Government ad- 
vises and directs our citiaens to 
proceed in these momentous time? 
and grave conditions. The man 
ncr ot ooserviug heatless, meat- 
iesa and wheatless dsvs and the 
vital reasons therefor were fully 
explained and the audience was 
fully coavincedof the duties owed 
by every citizen to observe the 
regulations as set down by our 
Government.
